A staff cnrrespondMi at 
York World, who t»M itel to the 
Sodilto investlgnta the mgt« exo- 
dus to the North and West, has writ- 
ten the f.iili.wing from Birmingh«m 
Ala , i:;,iler date of Nov. 11: 

"The Negro migration fkvm Ala- 
bama to Northern and Western states 
was i n momentuiu by the actiM- 
ties of 'he boll weevil and the suni- 
ner noods in theeotton district of the 
State. The progressive little insect 
that disheartens cotton growers struck 
hard in lower Alabama counties lliis 
year, and floods literally washed 
away many crops. Negro tenant farm- 
ers wart advised by their landlords 
to look out for themselves until sprint', 
when a new crop can be planterl. 

"The Birmingham mining district 
waa ariiad to take care of many of the 

poverty'Stricken Ne^rroes froin tlie 
cotton or black belt. It was about 
this time that the Pennsylvania and 
Erie railroads were urged to stop re- 
cruiting laborers in Georgia and Flor- 
ida. The labor agents'tiirned to Ala- 
bama at the psychological moment 
lind did a lively business for several 
months, with the result that more 
than 60,(X)0 Negroes migrated to the 
North, I'ast and West from the State. 
County upon county has been ahnost 
deserted by Negro men for the coal 
fiel Is of West \'iri,'iiu'.i, Ohio, Ken- 
tucky and iiidiaiia and the great in- 
dustrial centers New York, New Jer- 
sey, Michigan and Illinois. 

'Tt was the mhMIe of September 
before the business men of Birmint;- 
hani realized that the State was losing 
its Negro workmen by trainloads. 
Between 10,000 and 12,000 colored 
people left B i rmi ngham. 

"The Negro movement is sprcad- 
mg over the entire South. Labor 
agents are just beginning their activi- 
ties in Kentucky, (^poth Carolina- 
North Carolina anA Virginia. Cali- 
fornia has advertised for 10,000 Ne- 
groes to work in various industries. 
The demand for labor, especially un- 
skilled latwr, extends from4be I^ific 
to the Athntic and from Maine to 
California. 

"Wages pjiid Negro men in the 
South range from 38 cents a day on 
farms to 18.60 and 13 in the mines. 
On the farm the Negro is provided 
with a house and garden and i 
ture for his cow, rent free. He has 
the privilege, as a rule, of going Into 
the timl>erkind8 on the farm and cut- 
ting dead trees for firewood. Many 
of the better class of farmers pay as 
much as 11 to 11.50 a da^ for good 
laborers. 

"In secti'Mis of the South where the 
cotton crop is good this year Negro 
tenant farmers have more money than 
they ever had l>efore. In portkma of 
Georgia, . Alabama and Arkaosaa^ 

where long staple cotton is erown, Incorporated.
